The newspaper 
article relates to Charles S. Grewe, who has a registration denial 
file at the National Office beginning in March 1988. This is updated 
information. 

The second enclosure is the letter and background information 
on the denial of registration of Richard Osher. I thought you 
had been given copies of the information in August when this 
action was taken by our Field Director, Bruce Spencer and Council 
President, Bob Overstreet. I was on vacation at the time. 

Richard Osher had been serving as our Council Commissioner 
up to a month prior to when Bruce Spencer received a phone call 
from Terri Clark at the Department of Social and Human 

Services (DSHS). She told him that Osher wa^being investigated 
for the molestation of who is in her

HHI was supposedly molested as a young child by someone else 
and has been undergoing therapy for several years. While in therapy 
sessions these past months, she has repeatedly claimed that Osher 
had molested her.

A former Everett school bus driver 
already facing allegations be 
molested two neighborhood children 
was charged Wednesday with taking 
indecent liberties with two more 
children on his school bus. 

The new charges conclude what 
prosecutors had described as a 
“major child sexual abuse investiga¬ 
tion” into the activities of Charles S. 
Grewe, 30, of Everett. 

When Grewe was first charged In 
June, prosecutors said they were 
looking into complaints filed by a 
half-dozen Silver Lake Elementary 
School fifth-graders who alleged 
Grewe molested them on his bus. 

Wednesday's Snohomish County 
Superior Court charges allege Grewe 
took indecent liberties with two 
young giris in incidents between 
March and May, according to deputy 
prosecutor Diane Hess. The court 
papers provide few other details of 
the investigation, however. 

Grewe drove a bus for Durham 
Transportaion of Washington Inc., 
'which worked under contract for the 
Everett School District A company 


spokesman said after the initial 
charges were filed that Grewe was no 
longer driving a bus for the firm. 

No trial date has been set on the 
new allegations. 

Grewe is still awaiting trial on the 
earlier, unrelated charges that he 
took indecent liberties with two 
neighborhood children. He had 
pleaded innocent to the allegations. 

An 8-year-old neighbor girl told 
investigators that Grewe molested 
her on two occasions since last Christ¬ 
mas when she visited his home, 
deputy prosecutor Michael Downes 
said. 

A 10-year-old girt witnessed one of 
the alleged incidents, telling sheriffs 
detectives she saw Grewe touching* 
the younger girl “all over," the 
prosecutor said. 

A 6-year-old neighbor also told a 
sheriffs interviewer that Grewe once 
offered him a lollipop and cocoa and 
asked to touch the boy’s private 
areas, the prosecutor said. _ : , . 

Prosecutor Downes said Grewe 
also has been actively involved in 
Boy Scout activities and outings, but 
the charges are unrelated to those 
activities.

What is form W-4A? This form is an easier 
way to figure your withholding than the 
4-page 1987 Form W-4. If you have already 
jiven your employer a Form W-4 this year, 
do not file a new Form W-4A unless you 
wish to change your withholding. 

Caution: Form W-4A may cause more or 
less tax to be withheld from your wages 
than you wish because it adjusts your 
withholding only for pay you receive after it 
takes effect. If not enough tax was withheld 
earlier in the year, you can increase your 
withholding by reducing the allowances 
claimed on line 4 of the form or by 
requesting that more money be withheld on 
line 5 of the form. 

Exemption From Withholding— 
Important Change in Law. If you are a 
dependent of another person (for example. 


a student who can still be claimed on your 
parents' return), you are not exempt if you 
have any nonwage income (such as interest 
on savings) and expect your total income to 
be more than $500. 

What Do I Need To Do? Exempt employees 
can skip the Worksheet and go directly to line 
6 of Form W-4A. All others must complete 
lines A through G. Many employees can stop 
at line G of the Worksheet. 

Nonwage Income? If you have a large 
amount of income from other sources (such 
as interest or dividends), you should 
consider either using the 1987 Form W-4 or 
making estimated tax payments using Form 
1040-ES. Call 1-800-424-3676 (in Hawaii 
and Alaska, check your local telephone 


directory) for copies of the 1987 Form W-4 
and Publication 919, - Is My Withholding 
Correct?" 

When Should I File? File as soon as possible 
to avoid underwithhoiding problems, if you 
do not file by October 1, 1987, your 
allowances may be adjusted to *1" if single 
or w 2" if married and your take home pay 
may be reduced. 

Two-Earner Couples? More Than One Job? 
To figure the number of allowances you may 
claim, combine allowances and wages from 
all jobs on one worksheet. File a Form W-4A 
with each employer, but do not claim the 
same allowances more than once. Your 
withholding will usually be more accurate if 
you claim ail allowances on the highest 
paying job.

Dear Mr. Ernst: 

Attached is the Confidential Record Sheet for Charles Grewe, along with the 
letter that we've given him suspending his membership in the Boy Scouts of 
America. Attached to the Confidential Record Sheet are the notes of the inter¬ 
view I had with Doug Shaw^coutmaster of Troop 49, who related the feelings of 
the parents that their^H, had been sexually molested by Grewe 

while learning to swim. 

The Council President and I met with Charles Grewe today and gave him the 
standard letter along with the information on how to appeal this decision if he 
chose to do so. 

Lee Pintar explained very briefly to Mr. Grewe that some accusations by a parent 
had been made about him, possibly molesting their child at camp last summer and 
that we were now following the standard procedure outlined by the BSA. Charles 
said he understood the procedure and denied that he had done anything wrong to 
any boy, wanted to know the details, but we told him that we could not discuss 
details with him and the matter had been turned over to the Skagit County police. 
They would investigate the matter at this point and gather the facts from the 
parents and the boy as well as from Grewe to ascertain what had happened and 
whether the charges are substantiated. 

Charles sat very quietly for a long period of time to gather his thoughts and said 
he probably would want to appeal this. We then told Charles how sorry we were to 
convey this to him because he had been a respected member of the Scouting com¬ 
munity. This matter would be kept confidential and we would not share this with 
anyone including his employer. Charles finished by saying, "I guess there is really 
nothing to talk about" and left at that point. 


This matter was turned over to the Skagit Police March 18 and by that afternoon 
they had made a contact with the parents. There have been subsequent calls 
to the Skagit Police Department and there have been no contacts with the parents. 
Next week they will assign an officer to investigate the charges.
